J Death of DR. WILLIAM BONNER. One of the oldest citizens of Lincoln 
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(Continued Deaths Taken from The Fayetteville Observer) 

county was buried at Rose Hill Cemetery Sunday, from his late 
residence in this place, DR. WILLIAM BONNER was identified with the 
progress of Lincoln county for more than half a century, and his 
death which occurred Saturday night, is felt to be the sundering of 
another link that bound the community to the long ago. The funeral 
was the largest witnessed in Fayetteville in a long time, the 
outpouring of citizens who attended the obsequies evidencing the 
esteem in which the deceased was held. The services were conducted 
by ELDER J.G. WOODS, who, in a rapid, clear manner rehearsed the 
prominent features of his life. 

DR. WILLIAM BONNER was born in Granville county, N.C. Oct. 7th, 
1798. Came to Williamson co., TN in the fall of 1808; came to 
Lincoln co. in Dec. 1812. Went to Nashville to study medicine with 
DRS. OVERTON and MCNAIRY in 1821. Attended a course of lectures at 
Lexington, Ky., in the winter of 1822-23. Commenced the practice 
of medicine in Fayetteville in Sept. 1823. In the fall of 1826, 
after two years of practice in Lincoln co.. he went to Philadelphia 
where he graduated at the Pennsylvania University in the spring of 
1827. Married July 4th, 1827, MISS LUCY ROUSSEAU ROBERTSON, and 
lived in Lincoln co. until his death. He did not engage in the 
active practice of medicine after 1851-52, but for thirty years his 
practice was large and remunerative, and his ability as a surgeon 


was widely known and appreciated. He was a man of decided opinions 
possessed of an unusually strong intellect, active and methodical 
in his habits. His wife preceded him to the grave about ten years. 


Of his children, three survive - MRS. J.B. LAMB, MRS. J.D. TILLMAN 
and WILLIAM BONNER, jr.

In the first place, I will 
say there are twenty-five paupers, men, women and children of all 
colors. There are five grown white women and one of them is blind; 


one other is subject to fits. Of white males, there are six; and 
also six colored females, and three men of color and one boy 
between 12 and 13 years old. Besides these there is one white 


child, a little boy, and three little negro girls, making in all 
twenty-five. The health of the establishment is very good at this 
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time. On the 10th of this month we laid in his last resting place 
ELMUS CHEATHAM. He died of cancer in the mouth. Poor man, he 
exercised patience, never murmuring or complaining. I should have 
said in its proper place that of the colored women three of them 
are between eighty and one hundred years of age, and one old 
colored man something over a hundred years of age. His name is 
BUCK MAYHEW. There is one negro man that has to be kept in jail, a 
perfect maniac. With the exception of some three or four, there is 
an intellectual deficiency in all of the grown paupers, and at 
times are somewhat troublesome to manage. (signed) H.

A LOST STATE 
(Taken from Fayetteville Observer Sept. 11, 1879. page 1 Col. 7-8) 
RISE AND FALL OF THE STATE OF FRANKLIN 

Everybody knows that there are thirty-eight States, and that 
originally there were thirteen colonies, and most people can repeat 
the names of these states and colonies as glibly as their alphabet; 
but we venture to say very few have heard of Franklin. And yet 
history recognizes the existence of such a State, and that in its 
day enjoyed no small degree of celebrity. 

It is well known that after the Revolution most of the thirteen 
States claimed jurisdiction among themselves over the territory 
stretching indefinitely to the westward. The separate jurisdiction 
of each State was ill defined, and to avoid all trouble, to give 
the General Government what seemed its due, and to assist it in 
throwing off the debt incurred by the war of independence, the 
Congress of the Confederation requested the various States to cede 
their claims to the General Government. The matter was not 
definitely settled until after the adoption of the constitution; 
but the State of North Carolina attempted to cede, in compliance 
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with the request of Congress, its Western lands which now form the 
State of Tennessee; and it was this attempt at cession which 
brought about the complications that shortly afterward resulted in 
the brief existence of the State of Franklin. 

North Carolina ceded, but Congress, vacillating and vigorless, 
hesitated about accepting the cession. Having made the cession, 
North Carolina gave up all interest in her border settlements, and 
Congress refused to accept the charge which North Carolina had 
thrown off. The consequences were serious for the fortunes and 
happiness of the Tennessee settlers. Their borders were overrun 
with criminals and fugitives from justice, such as always infest a 
pioneer community, and yet the action of the mother State left them 
without courts to,assert justice and inflict punishment. They had 
at all times to be on their guard against marauding bands of 
Indians, and yet they were without a regularly-constituted militia 


for their defense. They were, in fact, cast offs and did what one 
would naturally expect them to do under the circumstances. The 
three northeastern counties of the Territory - Washington, Sullivan 
and Greene - lying in the Northern part of what is now Eastern 


Tennessee, then the only well settled portion of the State, met in 
convention at Jonesboro, Washington county, in August, 1784, and 
after a long discussion, in which the Declaration of Independence 
was read and cited as fit example for them to follow, they declared 
themselves independent of North Carolina. After a variety of 
fortunes the little State was organized and in honor of Benjamin 
Franklin was called the State of Franklin. 

The chief interest, which the State of Franklin has for us today 
comes from two or three striking characters which its history 
brought into prominence. The principal of these, JOHN SEVIER, a 
Virginian by birth, but a Huguenot by descent, is one of the 
noteworthy characters in the annals of Tennessee. 

SEVIER was the foremost man in all the councils and enterprises 
of the men who afterward formed the State of Franklin. He was 
commander of the Tennessee Riflemen at King’s mountain, and was 
chosen as the first Governor and continued to be the only Governor 
of the State of Franklin. 

SEVIER fought hard for the State, but after the first year of 
its existence the fight was a losing one, for North Carolina after 
the first abandonment of her offspring suddenly turned about and 
reasserted her jurisdiction. She had all the power, and had the 
communication between the States been easy, and had she asserted 
her rights with vigor and promptness, the revolt of the western 
counties would have been crushed in its incipiency; but the fact 
that those two conditions were entirely wanting necessarily made 
the policy of North Carolina a "waiting" one, and this policy, 
assisted by feuds and divisions in the State of Franklin, made a 
peaceful and bloodless settlement of the difficulty possible. 

MAJ. JOHN TIPTON seems to have been as unlike SEVIER as it is 
possible for two men to be. He had none of SEVIER’S suavity of 
manner; he was brusque and uncompromising - a@ man to whom it was 
impossible to endure a rival, who aspired to a leadership and who 
was jealous of all who contended for it with him. This man had 
supported the State of Franklin in its early days, but afterward, 
probably because he saw that SEVIER’S influence was likely to over 
shadow his own, threw the whole weight of his influence in favor of 
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a return to the jurisdiction of North Carolina. 

So rapidly did the fabric of the new State perish that three 
years after its establishment, in the words of a recent writer upon 
the subject, "No Legislature at all could be assembled, and it was 
one of the duties of the Legislature to elect the Council, and as 
the Legislature at its last session had failed to do this, the 
Council was soon a thing of the past. To complete this catalogue 
of misfortunes, JUDGE CAMPBELL, the head of the judiciary, accepted 
office under the Government of North Carolina. GOV. SEVIER was 
left alone in his official dignity. Even this sole relic of the 
Franklin Government would not in the natural course of events 
remain long exempt from the general wreck, for the Governor’s term 
expired on March 1, 1788, and it being a constitutional function of 
the Legislature to elect the Governor, and there being no 
Legislature to perform this duty, it followed inevitably that after 
March 1, 1788, there would be no Governor of the State of 
Franklin." 

Such were the facts, and the State of Franklin thus ended. 

SEVIER finally became Governor of Tennessee, and for many years 
served in the House of Representatives at Washington.

The minutes of the preceding session were read and on motion it 
was carried that the Clerk be authorised to incert a note 
explanatory of the absence of the committee and of their report as 
obtained from the REV. MR. BRYSON respecting the standing of MR. 
JOHN WYLIE, his wife, and mother, as members of his congregation. 
MR. JOHN WYLIE, MARGARET WYLIE and JANE WYLIE, again appeared in 
session together with JAMES M. BRACKENRIDGE, and JOHN BLAIR and 
applied for membership ("communion" written above membership. jww) 
in the Reformed Presbyterian Church 

Moved by JOHN PARKINSON and seconded by THOMAS BLAIR, That 
although JOHN WYLIE and his Mother, have not obtained, as yet, any 
documents from the clerk of the county court to show the 
emancipation of their Slaves, (Viz) ZELLON & LENDY They have proven 
satisfactory that their petition for the emancipation of said 
negros, ZELLON & LENDY was granted by the court, we move that their 
testimony be received. This motion was carried By motion of JAMES 
BLAIR it was unanamously carried that JOHN WYLIE & his mother be 
requested to present the douments from under the hand of the Clerk 
of the County Court

showing the emancipation of said negroes ZELLON & LENDY as soon as 
convenient for the purpose of having them recorded. 

The Moderator proceded to the examination of the applicants, and 
on motion Mr. JOHN CARITHERS, their examination was sustained and

I have chosen on the presant occasion to give 
you my views in relation to the propriety of removing north to the 
Ohio river. The language of Providence, as well as, fair and 
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unsophisticated deductions from scriptures seems to invite and 
imperatively to remand the most weighty and deliberate

consideration of this subject. It is with retr___ in many respects 
that I am induced to lay this subject before you both as it 
respects myself and many of the congregation yet stuborn facts, 
admit of no _oltiation in the discharge of duty. It will be 
admitted, that in former times god immediately or mediately by 
agents called his covanant seed to escape impending danger. We 
have this illustrated in the deliverance of Israel from Egytian 
bondage,in the charge to Lot to leave Soddam: and in the mandate 
given to the christians to flee from Jerusalem and Judea to the 
mountains of Safety: and no less in the commition given to the 
prophet Jeremiah to call them away from the calamities of Babalon 
Jer.L1.56 The only question of importance in determing our duty in 
what is the language of god to us Is it not to flee to where 
comparative freedom from danger, and more full and easy access to 
the priveledges of the church can be enjoyed. The language of 
Providence is calling loudly for this. 1st In threating judgements 
for the Sins of Slavery in the Slave States, 2 In drawing the 
schism of oppression tighter and tighter upon the unhappy race of 
men in Slavery in our own and other States, thereby provoking the 
god of heaven to hasten his judgements. 

3rd In the refusal of presbytery to grant a stable and settled 
ministry in any slave state and the coroborating advise of many 
brethren and experienced fathers of the church as well as their 
example in carolina.

SOLDIERS REUNION 
Taken from The Fayetteville Observer August 31, 1893 


On the 25th inst. the survivors of Company K, Boons Hill Minute 
Men, met in reunion at the residence of M.M. EMMONS, near Young 
P.O., Giles county, Tenn. 
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This company when organized numbered about ninety’ men, 
consisting mostly of young men, "the flower of the country". 
adjacent to Boons Hill. It united its destiny with that of the 
first Regiment of Tennessee confederate volunteers, commanded by 
COL. PETER TURNEY. 

On the 27th day of April, 1861, it left Winchester, Tenn., with 
First Regiment for the scene of action upon the soil of Virginia, 
"the mother of states and statesmen." Its deeds of chivalry, 
heroism and renown were never excelled by any soldiers ever 
marshalled upon the plane of battle by R.E. LEE or STONEWALL 
JACKSON. But they lost the cause which they believed from the 
depths of their hearts to be right. The banner which they had 
borne onward in triumph over so many hotly contested fields went 
down to rise no more. Then, leaving behind them so many of their 
fallen comrades, they turned their faces homeward, sad and 
disconsolate. "Beating their swords into plowshares and their 
spears into pruning hooks" they began the work of replenishing the 
waste places, rebuilding and making their sunny southland to again 
"blossom as the rose." Well and nobly have they performed their 
part of this great work; but they do not forget their annual 
reunions, which they have fixed for the month of August of each 
year, to be held at the residence of some one of their number. 

As stated above, they met last with MARK EMMONS, on the 25th 
inst. About 2 o’clock p.m. those gray-bearded, war-worn, battle 
scarred veterans began to arrive. As each arrived there was hearty 
shaking of hands and gratulations. At 4 o’clock, the hour fixed 
for supper, MARK seated us all at the same table, and all partook 
of a bountiful repast, consisting of the fat of the land - the best 
the county could afford. Supper being over, the boys (soldiers are 
all called boys) began to talk over the deeds and scenes of their 
youthful days, consisting in the main of war incidents. This was 
continued until midnight, when all retired to sleep and happy 
dreams. After breakfast next morning, CAPT. TURNEY called the boys 
to order, and designated the writer of this article, a member of 
Company D of the same Regiment to act as scribe for the occasion.

J.W. HOLLAND, Aspen Hill, Tenn.; 1st 
SERGT C.M.M. TULY, Delina, Tenn.; 1ST CORPORAL H.L. ZIMMERMAN, 
Cyruston, Tenn.; 2D CORPORAL T.J. HAMMOND, Delina, Tenn. Privates: 
N.B. ABBOTT, McBurg, Tenn. ; G.E. BARNES, Delina, Tenn. ; W.W. 
EDWARDS, McBurg, Tenn.; M.M. EMMONS, Young, Tenn.; W.G. MASSEY, 
Yell, Tenn.; J.A. MILLIKEN, Hughey, Tenn.; W.R. OLDHAM, Howell, 
Tenn.; John T. WILSON, Boons Hill, Tenn...." 

Roll call being ended, there remained one other item of 
business, the selection of a place for the next re-union. After 
some consultation it was unanimously agreed to meet with H.T. 
CHILDS. Before separating the box of cigars was again passed 
round. Several of us did not partake of this luxury, and we said 
to those who did, that if it was right for the government to assume 
the prerogative to prohibit our liquor, then we would have it to 
prohibit their tobacco and cigars. This called forth some witty 
repartees. Then came the parting good-bye, So ended the happy 
reunion of the Boons Hill Company. (signed) H.T. CHILDS.

JAMES CASHION 
Taken from The Fayetteville Observer May 26, 1892 


Last Sunday the sad intelligence was brought to town that Mr. JAS. 
CASHION had died suddenly at his farm, 2 miles from Fayetteville 
that morning. He was in town the day before, and while he showed 
the effects of the paralytic stroke of a few months ago, his 
spirits were still undaunted and he was as congenial and jovial as 
when in the full possession of his bodily vigor. Sunday morning he 
was out looking at a field of wheat and returned to the house, 
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a necnnnnntentgtctntmtnannteintt

where he was talking to friends. While engaged in conversation he 
realized that the end was at hand and made an effort to reach the 
bed, telling those present that his time had come. He would have 
fallen, but was caught and was dead by the time he was laid on the 
bed. 

At the beginning of the war MR. CASHION enlisted in Company G.,; 
commanded by CAPT. RAMSEY, ist TN Reg’t. At the battle of Cedar 
Run, on Aug. 9, 1862, he was wounded in the right arm which 
necessitated its amputation at the shoulder, He remained with the 
company till the battle of Gettysburg, July 1, 1863, when he was 
captured and taken to Fort Delaware, where he was held as a 
prisoner till the close of the war. 

There was not a braver and more loyal soldier in that bloody 
struggle and after the cessation of hostilities there could not be 
found a better or more law abiding citizen. 

He enlisted believing that the cause of the south was just, and 
went down to the grave of the same conviction. He has crossed over 
the river and is now bivouacked on the fields of eternity with 
those Confederate heroes who preceded him.

reading by anyone. MRS. MORGAN in her book portrays the troubles 
and hardships that the women of the south had to undergo during the 


dark days of the war. In it she does not attempt to magnify a 
virtue nor minify a vice of either friend or foe, but states things 
as they really were. There were things that occurred that were 


agreeable and much that was unpleasant, but she does not permit her 
southern sentiment to bias her recital; she is fair and impartial 
throughout - at best it was bad enough. Deeds of bravery that 
transpired on the battlefield are now on record, but on the 
hearthstone there were acts of heroism and self abnegation by women 
that had been raised in the lap of luxury, and we are glad that a 
person so well fitted for the task as MRS. MORGAN should take it 
upon herself to make record of the heroism of the southern women at 
this time. The book is sold at $1, which places it in the reach of 
everyone and it should have a large sale.

13TH REUNION OF FORREST’S ESCORT AND STAFF 
Taken from The Fayetteville Observer Sept. 14, 1893 
The annual reunion of GEN. FORREST’S Escort occurred at Booneville, 
last Thursday and it is estimated that 2,500 people were present. 

They gathered on Wed. evening and tented that night as they had 
on the camp ground. The scenes of camp life, the abandon of 
conventionalities and pranks for which soldiers are noted were 
enacted; memory was furbished and there was a recounting of the 
incidents of Donelson and Johnsonville and Stone’s River and the 
Streight raid and other brilliant engagements in which they 
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(Continued 13th Reunion of Forrest’s Escort) 
participated... 

It was not the usage of war for a Brigadier-General to be 
permitted an escort, but GEN. FORREST operated usually by himself 
and was separated from the main body of the army and as he was an 
extraordinary man, a military genius, he could not be limited by 
ordinary practices, and was untrammeled in the organization of his 
common. 

The escort was organized in September, 1862, by CAPT. MONTGOMERY 
LITTLE, and was with the "wizard of the saddle" in every battle and 
in every skirmish to the end of that sanguinary struggle. It was 
composed principally of Lincoln and Bedford, and had in it only the 
best manhood of those counties - men who never blanched from 
danger, were strangers to fatigue and could be relied on in each 
and every emergency. The company numbered about 90 men, and when 
inspected by GEN. FORREST was pronounced the finest in the service. 
The officers were: MONTGOMERY LITTLE, CAPTAIN; NATHAN BOON, Ist 
Lt.; MATHEW COTNER, 2d Lt; DANIEL DUNNAWAY, 3d Lt. Their first 
engagement was at Nashville in November... 

The association raised a fund to name a room at the Confederate 
Soldiers’ Home in honor of CAPT. N. BOON. Resolutions in memory of 
T.J. EATON and HIRAM NEECE were adopted and a committee was 
appointed to draft suitable resolutions to the memory of MRS. N.B. 
FORREST. 

The association resolved to erect a monument to GEN. FORREST,...
